REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Loudon, the S. S. Committee respect- 
fully submit the following report: 


We are glad to report that with one exception our schools 
have been very prosperons. The several Prudential Com- 
mittees have been wise enough to engage some of the best 
and most experienced teachers ; several of whom will compare 
favorably with any in the State. We feel especially grateful 
to those teachers who are willing to continue the arduous 
duties of the school-room. | 
. We have endeavored to do that for the schools which 
seemed to be for their highest good. We have made a few 
changes in text-books, such as seemed absolutely indispens- 
able. We deemed it best to follow, as nearly as possible, 
the list of text-books used at the State Normal School. We 
have introduced Green’s Grammar, and we are satisfied by 
the way the scholars take hold of it that it is just the book ° 
needed. Grammar has been somewhat neglected by some 
of our scholars, especially the boys. Let it be understood 
that all are required by law to take up each study as the 
committee shall direct. 

We have commenced the introduction of Walton’s Practi- 
cal (illustrated) Arithmetic. We hope the introduction will 


\ 
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be completed. This is a concise work and more practical 
than any of the various arithmetics now in use. Let Col- 
burn’s be the text-book for mental arithmetic. 

We wish every scholar to have Payson, Dunton & Scribner’s 
writing-books with printed copies, and let every teacher see 
that the pupils make proper use of them, at least four times 
a week. 

We hope to see a more thorough use of Guyot’s Geography. 

Hillard’s Readers are still in use. 

Each of the authors of the above text-books havea distinct 
plan of instruction, and our teachers must inform themselves 
of the different methods of instruction, and adopt the wisest. 
We have some classes in town in each of the above text- 
books which we term model classes, and our teachers ought 
to interchange visits and thus be benefitted by the experience 
of each other. We have endeavored to introduce the word 
method of instruction in reading «since we know it is the 
correct way. We would like to explain its advantages but 
we have not the space. We hope parents as well as teachers 

will give it a little thought. As a general thing we need a 
more thorough class drill, more oral instruction and a better 
use of the blackboard. (The best use, however, that could 
be made of some of our blackboards would be to burn them, 
and have some better ones in their stead. ) 

We have made it a rule agreeably to the law, Gen. Stat. 
ch. 81, sec. 10, that there shall be no communication among 
scholars during school hours. 

The State Superintendent of Public Instruction has re- 
-quested us to present to the town the subject of a change in 
our present school system by abolishing school districts. We 
have no doubt it would prove an advantage when once 
accomplished. p 

DISTRICT No. 1 (white.) 

Miss Nellie M. Peverly, of Canterbury, teacher of summer 

term. The school made good improvement this term. At 


———— 
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the closing examination most of the classes appeared well, 
especially one small class in arithmetic. Many of the parents 
and others were present at the closing examination, and were 
highly gratified while listening to recitations from many of 
the scholars. Miss P’s pupils appeared to be thorough. The 
best of order was maintained at both visits. Miss P. isa 


teacher of experience, and her pupils soon find out that she 


will be mistress. We think this a profitable term of school. 

Winter term taught by Miss Martha E. Osgood. At the 
commencement we thought Miss O. to be just the teacher for 
this school. ‘The classes in general appeared well, and. we 
were only the more confirmed in our opinion at the close of 
the school. In this school, as in nearly all schools, are a few 
classes, which will not give their answers quite as readily 
upon examination, as others which have received no more 
attention during the term. ‘The classes in written arithmetic 


- especially deserve mention. One class in Algebra nearly 


completed the book. Also a class in mental arithmetic gave 
good evidence that they had improved their time. Map 
drawing was practiced by the classes in gecgraphy ; for the 
neatness and workmanlike manner in which it was executed 
we think them deserving of much praise. Many of the 
parents and others were present at the close, and to add to 
the attractions of the occasion, several pieces of music were 
indulged in, by both teacher and scholars. ‘The order was 
good and we do not hesitate to pronounce it an excellent 
school. Miss O. is one of our ablest and best teachers. 
DISTRICT No. 2 (yellow.) 

This district was fortunate in securing the services of Mr. 
F. M. McCutchins as teacher of the summer térm. ~ Mr. 
McCutchins is a teacher of some experience and readily 
adapts himself to the wants of his smallest scholars ; and his 


pupils soon find in him a friend as well as teacher. This 


school progressed finely under his charge. ‘The classes in 
reading were thoroughly drilled in the elementary principles. 
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One class in Guyot’s geography and map-drawing made fine 
appearance at the blackboard at the examination. The 
promptness in recitation and the thoroughness in class drill, 
which was apparent here, are seldom seen in a school com- 
posed of small scholars like this. Mr. McCutchins deserves 
to be ranked among our best instructors. 

Winter term taught by Miss Adda Lake, of Deerfield. 
This school was again this term thoroughly instructed in the. 
principles of reading. The classes in the fourth and fifth 
readers made great improvement. We thought the other 
classes had not passed over as much as some classes in other 
schools ; but their lessons were well learned and the princi- 
ples thoroughly understood, which, we think, is to be prefer- 
red rather than to advance far, with little or no idea of it at the 
close of the school. This school is very proficient in map- 
drawing. ‘The order was excellent. Miss L. has had much 
experience as a teacher, and one who completely understands 
her business. Many of the parents were present at the close 
of the school, and we think this district more interested in 
the education of their children than many others in town. 
Miss Li. is one of the best of teachers. 


DISTRICT No. 3 (village.) ; 


Grammar department; teacher of both terms, Mr. 8. L. 
French. It is unnecessary for us to repeat what has already 
been said in a previous report of this teacher and school. We 
will not stop to particularize each class, for nearly all have 
excelled. Mr. French has devised a method of teaching 
grammar which brought up the grammar classes wonderfully 
during the last two terms. We regret to learn that two 
scholars left the school because they were required by the 
committee and teachers to study grammar. We have be- 
come thoroughly convinced of the superior advantages of Mr. 
French’s method of instruction. Natural adaptation, long 
experience and unyielding perseverance has given us a 
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teacher of whom we have reason to be proud. Long may 
he be continued to do the important work he does so well. 

Primary department. Both terms of this school were 
taught by Mrs. Charles Staniels, an experienced teacher, 
just suited to a primary department like this. The order of 
both terms was quite good. At the close of the summer 
term we listened to a variety of exercises in which the chil- 
dren seemed much interested. A little more thorough drill in 
spelling was desirable. Other classes made good improve- 
ment. At the close of the fall term’ we had much to admire 
and praise and little to censure. This teacher made a partial 
trial of the word method and succeeded admirably. A class 
of beginners were able to read nicely in the second reader. 
The improvement in each class in reading was good. The 
pauses were well heeded. The deficiencies in spelling during 
the summer term were fully made np in this term. We can 
also speak well of the arithmetic classes; we had hoped, 
however, to have seen more of the scholars complete the 
multiplication table. Mrs. Staniels’ labors were duly appre- 
ciated by the parents and we think she deserves their grati- 
tude. 


DISTRICT No. 4 (Clough Mill.) 


Miss Anna M. Wheeler, teacher of both terms. ‘This is 
the third term that Miss Wheeler has taught this school with 
excellent success. The summer term was a profitable term, 
but we will speak more particularly of the winter term. 
There was a good degree of interest in writing and the 
improvement was manifest. We were glad to notice that 
spelling was not neglected. The reading classes did not 
particularly excel ; yet good improvement was made. We 
think the complete adoption of the word method in primary 
classes would add very much to the success of any teacher. 
The arithmetic classes did finely. Let all who wish to see 
the advantage of Guyot’s method of learning geography, 
visit Miss W’s school. Her success is due to the fact that 
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she has first learned the design of the author and then carried 
it out with energy. The examination was made very inter- 
esting by declamations, recitations and dialogues, interspersed 
with singing. A goodly number of the parents and friends 
were present to enjoy the occasion ; some of whom expressed 
their sincere gratitude and appreciation of the efforts of this 
teacher, a tribute justly due any competent person who is 
willing to faithfully discharge the duties of a teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 5 (brown.) 

This district was very fortunate in securing the services of 
Mrs. Hannah K. Clough, as teacher of both terms. At the 
close of the summer term the pupils showed that their time 
had been well improved. Nearly all the classes. appeared 
well. One in geography made great improvement ; also the 
classes in arithmetic deserve a word of praise. In writing 
we have seldom witnessed such improvement as was made in 
this school. In the winter term that same interest, which 
was apparent to all in the summer, was also more prominent 
this term. The classes were thoroughly disciplined. One 
class in Guyot’s geography completed the book in a term of 
thirteen weeks. Others did nearly as well. The order was 
very good. Parents as well as teacher and pupils were much ~ 
‘interested, which added much to the success of this school. 
Mrs. ©. is a teacher of great experience in school teaching, 
and deserves to be ranked with our’best teachers. Mrs. C. 
instructs her pupils thoroughly in the principles, which is of 
much more value than long rules: which will soon be forgotten. 


DISTRICT No. 6 (Lower Ridge.) 


Miss Emma A. Small, teacher. This teacher has a very 
quiet way of managing a school. A little more energy 
would serve to excite the enthusiasm of her pupils. The 
order was good and each class made .good improvement. 
This school does not possess a great amount of ability, hence 
it is somewhat difficult to arouse the energies of the scholars. 
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The examination consisted of the usual recitations with no 
- especial preparation. ‘The committee was the only visitor 
present. | 

The winter term was taught by “Mr. Carter EK. Cate. In 
this school are some good scholars, but, taken as a whole, 
this school is not so far advanced as some others in town. 
At the commencement of the school we thought some of the 
scholars were rather backward. At the close in many classes 
a good gain was manifest, and in all, as much 


and perhaps 
more—improvement was made, than we expected at our first 
visit. One class in algebra did well. Also a class in analy- 
sis; and one in geography. Others might be mentioned. 
If a few of the scholars had spoken a little louder, it would 
have added much to the appearance of the school. Mr. C. 
is a teacher of some experience, and should be classed with 
our. best. Excellent order was maintained, and we learn 
that Mr. C. has given better satisfaction in the district than 
any other teacher who has been employed for several terms. 
DISTRICT No. 7 (Aoorse.). 

Summer term instructed by Miss Nellie F. Whittemore. 
Miss W. is a teacher of some experience, is kind, and agree- 
able. The order was good. The several classes appeared 
well. If we were to criticise we should say that the scholars 
were allowed to expect rather too much aid from their teacher 
in recitation. This fact, however, shows the earnestness of 
of the teacher to aid her pupils. At the close we were well 
pleased with the exercises. We consider this term ° quite 
successful. 

Winter term taught by Mr. ©. R. Parsons. Mr. Parsons 
came to us with recommendations from the committees of 
other towns as a teacher and we hoped he would be success- 
ful here. It may not be proper for us to assign the causes of 
this partial failure, but we will mention a few. Some of the 
oldest boys were wayward, indifferent and disrespectful to 
the requirements of the teacher, causing him, the committee 
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and all concerned very much trouble. besides injuring them- 
selves most of all. The teacher did not commence with that 
systematic discipline neccessary for a difficult school. Under 
these cirenmstances there was much ‘vexation to the teacher 
and a great loss to the scholars. Owing to these trials the 
school was abruptly closed. 


DISTRICT No. 8 ( Osborne.) 

Summer term, teacher, Miss Abbie F. Sargent, of Pitts- 
field. In this school good improvement was made this term, 
considering the length of the term, not being in session but 
six weeks. Most of the classes in arithmetic appeared 
nicely upon examination. ‘Those in reading and spelling 
did well. One class in Guyot’s geography showed that they 
had not wasted much of their time. Good order was manifest 
and harmony seemed to exist between teacher and pupils, 
without which success is impossible. 

Winter term, teacher, Miss Rosa I. Katon, of Pittsfield. 
Miss KE. is a teacher of considerable experience, but labored 
under some disadvantages this term. At the close of this 
school we thought fair improvement had béen made. One 
class in grémmar passed a very good examination. Also 
one class-in small geography did very well. Order, good. 
More energy on the part of ssome of our teachers, and much 
more ¢nteres among parents is essential for the advancement 
of* some of eur schools. When scholars are allowed to be 
from one fourth hour'to tne hour and a half tardy, much of 
the time, beside many days which they are necessarily absent 
at this season of the year, the best of improvement cannot 
be expected. 


DISTRICT No. 9 (Aiil.) 
Teacher, summer term, Miss M. Lizzie Whittemore, who 
is an experienced teacher. This is a small school and does 


not possess a great amount of talent. This term was suc- 
cessfully managed by Miss W. The classes in reading made 
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excellent improvement. The pupils read distinctly and noticed 
_ carefully the pauses. Miss Whittemore excels in teaching 
reading. All the other branches received their proper share 
of attention and made good improvement. 


Winter term, taught by Miss May L. Morrill. Again the 
Prudential Committee was both wise and fortunate in the 
selection of a teacher. This teacher has taught in the 
gaammar schools of Massachusetts and elsewhere. Miss 
Morrill understands most of the improved methods of instruc- 
tion and applies them to good advantage. The various classes 
received a thorough drill. At the close of this term as well 
as the summer term, the children had declamations and 
recitations. 


DISTRICT No. 10 (Loudon Road.) 


Summer term, taught by Miss Emma B. Merrill, of 
Pittsfield. This school is small, and composed mostly of 
small scholars, and owing to the spreading of the whooping- 
cough in the school nearly every scholar was absent some 
part of the term, consequently that improvement was not 
made which we should have expected had. it been otherwise. 
But under the circumstances as much was learned as we 
had reason to expect. One class in geography answered 
questions promptly. A class in grammar made a good ap- 
pearance. Miss M., with a little more experience, will 
become an excellent teacher. 


The winter term was under the charge of Mr. Edwin C. 
Goodwin, of Boston, Mass. This was Mr. G’s first. attempt | 
at school teaching, and in this he met with a fair degree of 
success. At the closing examination we thought a little 
more attention paid to reading might have been beneficial to 
the school. Upon examination the other classes, with but 
few exceptions, gave evidence that they had thoroughly com- 
mitted one thing before they passed to another. Mr. 


needs only a little experience to fit him for a larger ik 
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Order was good, and we are sorry that one of the largest 
scholars should leave the school rather than obey orders. — 


DISTRICT No. 11 (WN. Dover.) 

_ Miss Mary Page, of: Pittsfield, teacher. At the com- 
mencement of this term we thought the school under poor 
discipline. We think it the noisest school we ever visited. 
The scholars seemed to have (or rather to take) the liberty 
of doing as they pleased. Some suggestions were made to 
the teacher and we hoped to find at the close of the school a 
change for the better, but at the close we were unable to 
attend. From those living in the district we learn that it 
progressed during the terra as it began. 

Winter term taught by Miss Ella F. Chesley, of Epsom. 
At our visit near the middle of the term we thought that 
things were progressing finely. The classes had advanced 
- farther than we expected considering the time which the 
school had been in session. The classes in arithmetic gave 
good evidence by examples performed upon the blackboard, 
that they thoroughly understood the principles therein. The 
order was much better than at the previous term, although it 
was not as good as we would like to: have seen. Of the 
close of the school we were not notified in season to attend. 
This school needs encouragement more than any other that 
has come under our observation. The committee should 
secure the service s, if possible, of a first class teacher in 
this district. 

DISTRICT No. 12 (Upper fidge.) 

One term of fourteen weeks instructed by Miss Lizzie 
Whittemore. Although this school consisted of only six 
pupils yet nearly the whole afternoon at the close was occu- 
pied by their excellent recitations. We saw much to admire 
in this school and little to censure. It was a pleasure to us 
to notice’ that the parents appreciated and acknowledged the 
worth of this teacher. A class in the first reader made rapid 
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improvement, reading and spelling with fluency. The prin- 
ciples were well understood and explained. Thus we might 
speak of each class but it is unnecessary to say more of the 
kindly instruction -of this teacher. We find rare talent in 
this school; may it be so cultivated as to make the world 
feel its influence. 


DISTRICT No. 13 ( Cate. ) 


* Teacher, summer term, Miss Eleanor Cutchins. This term 
of school was short, yet a fair degree of improvement was 
made. ‘The interest was hardly equal to that of a previous 
term taught by Miss Cutchins in this district. 
Winter term, Mr. Clarence L. Clough, teacher. The 
. discipline of this school appeared to be good during school 
hours. ‘The different classes made gradual improvement.
